The Chairman said :—Gentlemen—The 
Report and Accounts having been in your 
hands for some days, we will follow the 
usual custom and consider them as nad. 


‘Aa we have pointed out in tho Report, the 
profit eornict is considerably esd than it 
waa last year, the falling off being secouited 
for by the high price at, which hemp has 
ruled during the year, the effect of which 
has bevy to allow very much adulterved 
and law cost rope to be used in certsin 
markets whore we wore - formerly - abl to 
sell at » good wnargin of profit. To nect 
this competition we have been obliged to 
reducy our price to the same level as that 
of our competitors which in some cases haa 
left nu maryin.of profit -at all, The price 
of hemp, which kept.at an extraordinry 
height throughout the year, is At the pre- 
xent moment still higher, and, as there seem 
few indications of a full’ in the immoliste 
future, we can but luv forward co a further 
curtailment-of our sales, the cust of Mails 
rope having now reached a point that 
innkes it practically prohibitive for sme 
purposes while for others it has now beome 
more economical to use wire repe or Rus- 
sian hemp cordage. Tho great changuthat 
has come ovor the condition of thing in 
the Philippines has catsed us to sgain 
consider the prospects of a branolt futory 
overthere. For this purpose, we sentover 
our Superintendent, Mr Kliock,. who 
formerly managed « Rope Factoy at 
Manila and is familiay with the country and 
the poople, to atudy the question, but his 
report bas cmly confirmed us in the opinion 
we proviously held that, as compared with 
afactury here, the disadvantages overthere 
far oubweigh the advantages. The ques- 
tion of labour is, of course, rach in furor of 
works in China, where the best  hhour 
in the World: is cheap and plentiful, 
but that is not all; the initinl cost 
of a factory to-day would be at least 
four times 08 much as ours, which was 
built nearly 20 years ago when lanl was 
cheap and when machinery evuld be inport- 
od ata rato of exchange which laid itdown’ 
heroat half whatit would cost to-day.
